Such Perſons as have not a mind 
to be known to the World, nor to regiſter 
their Names in Chriſt's-Book, if they come or 
ſend to the College, they may take a Liſt out 
of the Book of Remembrance. gratis, of the 
Names and Places of Abode of ſuch of the Col- 
legiens as they ſhall think fit to relieve, or, at 
their Deſire, the ſaid Collegians will be ſent 
to the Donors Hahitations, or to any other 
Place that thcy ſhall appoint. | 


Article XXVI. It is always to ſtand as a fix'd 
Covenant, that no Perſon or Perſons, that now 
hath, or ſhall at any Time hereafter have any 
Poſt or Office in this College, ſhall ever re- 
ceivre, or pay any Sum, or Sums of Money 
whatever, that ſhall be appointed for the Col- 


legians, 


This Article is made, that it may be entirely 
put out of the Power of any Manager or Ser- 
vant in the ſaid College, from either concealing 
or expending any Money that ſhall ever be rai- 
ſed or given to endow this Foundation. 


Article XXVII. If any Servant, or other Per- 
ſon, that belongs to the College, ſhall ever of- 
fer to take any Charity-Money, upon any Pre- 
tence whatever, it is hoped the Donors will 
look upon that Perſon as a publick Cheat, and 
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give Notite thereof to the Heads of the ſaid 
College, and the Offender ſhall be proſecuted 
according to the utmoſt Severity of the Law.. 


Article XXVIII. It is alſo a fixed Covenant 
of this Eſtabliſhment, that no Salaries, nor Rent, 
nor any other Charge whatever, ſhall at any 
Time, or Times, either be demanded, or requi- 
red to be paid out of the Donors Caſh ; all the 

Money given by them is wholly to be employed 
tor Charitable Uſes only. Z | 


Article XXIX. The Foundation is ſettled upon 


theſe ſtrict Rules and Orders, to the End that 


all charitable Perſons may endow a College, 
where they will be certain their Money can ne- 
ver be miſemployed in any Point whatever. 


Upon theſe Conſiderations, it may be reaſona- 
bly expected, that the Money raiſed to endow 
this Foundation, will, in a very great Degree, 
_ przvide for all the Collegians, that ſhall at any 
Time want the Aſſiſtance of this College; and 
if fo, that will keep great Numbers of Perſons 
from being Pariſn-Penſioners; and then many 
Houſe-kcepers, that have great Families, ſmall 
Stocks, and but little Trade, may be left out of 
the Poor's- Rate. | | 


Article XXX, To provide for the preſent Re- 
lief of ſuch of the Collegians as are real Objects 
of Charity, and muſt. be immediately taken Care 
Qi, it is ordered, That in in Caſe any of br 
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ſaid Collegians are in. ſuch Diſtreſs, as to want 
the common Neceſſaries of Life, or are very 
aged, or ſick, or wounded, or incurable, or 
dead, and hath not left ſufficient bebind them 
to be decently buried ; upon every ſuch Occa- 
ſion, if Application ſhall be made to the Cole 
lege, the Method will be made uſe of accord- 

ing to the two enſuing Articles. i 


Article XXXI. The Monitor will fix upon the 
Eſcutcheon that is upon the Dead Larrum, a Paper 
called the Sick-Liſt, which ſaid Liſt will tell, that 
at ſuch a Houſe, and at ſuch a Place, without men- 
tioning the Collegians Name, there then lies a 
Perſon in very great Diſfreſs, and all good 
Ward are deſired to ſend ſome immediate 
Relief. _— | 


Article XXXII. With this Paper fix'd upon 
the ſaid Eſcutcheon, the Monitor is to go in- 
to the Neighbourhood where the faid Collegi- 
an lives, and there, in ſeveral Streets, and
